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Reissue Applications 

1 . It should be noted that it is the Examiner's position that the error arising in claim 
1 of U.S. Patent No. 4,926,517 is more than simply a "typographical" error as 
characterized by Applicant. Applicant's assertion that the term first arm is interchanged 
with the term second arm in three occurrences within claim 1 is more than simply a 
typographical, editorial or clerical error and therefore there is sufficient grounds for filing 
the instant reissue application. 

2. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails 
to contain the statement required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 75(a)(1 ) as to applicant's belief that 
the original patent is wholly or partly inoperative or invalid by reason of (1) a defective 
specification (or drawing) or (2) by reason of the patentee claiming more (or less) than 
the patentee had a right to claim in the patent. See 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and see MPEP 
§1414. 

3. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails 
to contain a statement that " all errors which are being corrected in the reissue 
application up to the time of filina of the oath/declaration arose without any deceotive 
intention on the part of the applicant ". See 37 CFR 1.175 and MPEP § 1414. See 
accompanying sample reissue oath/declaration. 
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4. Claims 1-10 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
oath/declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above.
